The senHe of hearing, like our 
Hense of sight, is an extremely 
delicate one. IJesides the fact that 
it may be practically lacking at 
birth, it is exposed t« injury in a 
great manj' diseases. Hut wliereas 
we are able to measure our degree 
of sigiit and watch its variations, 
we have had up to the present time 
no instrument at our disjiosal 
enabling us to measure our hear- 
ing power. The sounds of a watch, 
diapason or of loud or low speech, 
have been our only unities of com- 
parison. 

In addition to this we have never 
had any me»ins of progressively 
developing the liearing power of 
the deaf, although we well know 
the importance of subjecting this 
class of patients to regularly pro- 
gressive gymnastics in order to im- 
prove this sense. The deafest j)er- 
son, even the deaf and duml), still 
has a vestige of auditive power. 
We should, therefom, not (lespair 
of making them hear by subjecting 
them to exeniises for the purpose of 
developing what remains of their 
.hearing apparatus. 

The normal stimulant for the 
!aooustic nerve is sound, but how 
«an a suflBciently int/cnse sound be 
obtained, so that the deaf can hear 
it? I remember a deaf-mute who 
lived in the vicinity of a menagerie 
and was able to hear the lion when 
he roared ; another one I knew could 
hear a cannon when fired. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that their 
mural education was not being 
cultivated on account of the im- 
practicability of producing sounds 
of such intensity as these. It passes 
over the strengtliening of sounds by 
ear trunii)et«, as this means ])resu|)- 
poses the existence of (juite a high 
deegre of atidiiton. 

Having been anxious for many 
years to improve the lot of those 
deprived of hearing, a learned Swiss 
.philanthropist, M. Dussaud, pro- 
fessor of applied physics at the 
University of Geneva and deputy 
:tothe Confederation, hiw devoted 
his efforts te the construction of 
;an apparatus capable of streng- 
'Xhening sound. 

THE MICROPHONOORAPH. 

Hia mlcrophonograpli, which 
M. Laborde has recently presented 
to the Aoademio de Modocino do 
Paris, consists practically in a 
phonograph on whose membrane 
has been adapted a microphone of 
A new kind. The plionograph is 
*et Id motion by clockwork, while 
» dry Ijotlei-y sends a current first 
through a rheostat, then into the 
special mt<'rophone and, lastly, 
Into a receivingHpjmratussimilarto 
Itbat used in ordinary telephone 
work. When the receiver is ap- 
plied to the oar the words or airs 
repeated by the phonograph are 
heard witb » degree of intensity 
ihat can be governed at will by 
means of the rheosUit, by varying 
the power of the current circu- 
lating in the microphone. 

Hy gradually increasing the 
Btreiigth of the current so great an 
Intensity of the airs or words re- 
peat«Ml can be obtaine4 that the ear 
can no longer jjorceive lh(>m wifh- 
oOt violent Buffering. M. Dussaud 
then gives the receiver to a series 
of <leaf persons of different 
categories, a(Te<'tod with the varii>UB 
kinds of deafness in different de. 
grees. By properlv regulating the 
current he succeeds in most cases 
In getting them to follow, after a 
little experience and pradlcc, 
dlffert^nt melodies, In which they 
l« ■ iiieasure, and which they 
<1: .ill (jnite well one from the 

otlit^r. 

An entirely new Held of iitudy 
hAA been op<>ned by the invention 
of Dassaud's niircophonograpli, 
which wlllbeof the greatest service 
in the perception of sounds, percep- 
tion which will make the use of 
speech easier to t hem. 

Hound, which is su<'h a temporary 
plienomenon, had first to be re- 
irtetered In order to be studied, and 
this has been accomplished by the 
pliunr»grn])h, but in order to 
render i< p»r'"<*p*"'l'" to the deaf, it 
iras neisessary to amplify the sounds 



registered. Dussaud's microphono- 
graph is, therefore, the first sound 
miro.scope for faint sounds, just as 
it is the first pair of glasses for bad 
hearing. 

This instrument, which from the 
start will be so useful to the deaf, 
may have surprises in stores for the 
future wliicli may place tlie name 
of its inventor in the ranks of the 
benefactors of the unhappy deaf- 
mutes.

" .Tack " O'Connell, drcs.sed in 
green corduroy, smih>8 and bows, 
and modestly tips his l)road hat to 
admiring thousands and stands in 
the presence of the a-ssemblage the 
emperor of his art, the most 
skilled exponent of expert marks- 
manship in the world and proudly 
waves an American and Irish flag 
above his head with the statement, 
that they are his " einblems of 
peace and good will to all the jror/rf," 
those who " hear with the eye " 
will then recognize t'apt. "Jack" 
()'('onnell, the wondi>rful Michigan 
deaf-mute wing-shot. O'C-onnell 
has got his skill down to a wonder- 
ful degree of perfection, and 
astonishes and bewildei-s all by his 
wonderful speed and accuracy in 
hitting the objects shot at. Al- 
though he has never attended a 
school for the deaf, O'Connell is 
a man of unusual talent and re- 
finement, ac<iuired by coming inth 
contact with many of the nu>st <li8- 
tinguishcd people in the world in 
his travels, lie does not iinder- 
8tan<l the sign language, but rtmdily 
converses by the manual alphalxM. 
Contrary to re])orts, O'Connell is 
only a semi-m»ite, and wns born in 
Ireland in 1869. O'Connell is a 
man of graceful appearance. 




He possessess many thorough- 
breil horses and a fine pack 
of dogs and a magnificent home at 
White Uloud, l^ichigan, where his 
latch-string is always on the outside 
to all intelligent educated deaf- 
mutes— strati g(>r8 or otherwise. 
Being a total olwtainer from all the 
vices of the average young man, 
Capt. O'Connell gets all his pastime 
out of his guns, horses and dogs 
"galoi-e."

The iBvestM ent of IHoHejr. 

As the world ;get« more densely 
crowded with p eople, it becomes 
difficult forsniaJ)' investors to place 
their money with, safety at fair i-ates 
of interest. In the allotment of 
nature one classo.f animals, reptiles, 
fishes and bjrds , prey upon the 
weaker of their Idi nd. It is a struggle 
for existence. Iti s justso with man- 
kind. In man HI le most powerful 
incentive of alH effort is to gain 
money and propel ty. Some seek it 
honestly with injury to no one. 
Others honestly if they can, by 
deceit and f urao d if they must. 
Others n^sort tir Tobbery and even 
murder for gain. In the main it is 
a refined modilication of things as 
they existed in tht* dark ages, wlien 
here and there a. man rose to power 
and domination liy physical brute 
force. In a large city like New 
York, there are investments galore 
on every hand. Yet there are few 
things the small, investor can touch 
without burning his fingers. The 
market columns of the Sunday 
papers are full of lurid rhetorical 
financial bombast thrown out jis 
bait to cat(^h gudgeon. "In vain 
is the snare laid for any birl": 
nevertheless many arc caught in 
the snares laid for their money. In 
the country it is more cjisy to invest 
safely, there are few things to invest 
in, men's characters ai'e better 
known and legal snags more easily 
discovered. 

The more common form of invest- 
ment is in land, bonds, mortgages 
and promissory notes. I liere pro- 
pose to define the law in relation to 
them and the proceedings to be 
taken to ensure safetj'. In some 
thintrs the law is the same, in other 
things it is different in different 
States. I quote New York law. 
In all investments in land, or in 
mortgages, a knowledge of real 
estate law is necessary to safety. 
All ti'ansaclions in land by deed, 
mortgage,. assignment, etc., and all 
judgments rendered bj' the courts, 
must be recorded in the Register's, 
or in the County Clerk's Officii, 
where the land or actions in the 
courts lie. A person may authorize 
an agent to sell and convey lands 
for him by a legally executed 
Power of Attorney. Such Power of 
Att'y must go on record, in the 
county where the land is, to show the 
authority of an agcmt to act for his 
principal. It sometimes hapi>cnH 
that lands are conveyed by will 
from father to son for two or three 
generations, no trace of which ap- 
pear in the book of Deeds. Such 
conveyances are recorded all the 
same in the book of Wills In the 
Suri'ogate's oflBce, aqd can there be 
traced when there is a hiatus in 
transfers of title in the books of re- 
cord at the County Clerk's Offlc-e. 
In law a wife has a dower interest 
of one third in the unencumbered 
real estate of her husband. In 
passing title to land she is joined 
witli her husband in executing the 
deed in order to alienate he drowcr 
right. No act of a husband can 
deprive his wife of her interest in 
his land without her consent. If a 
man buys land and gives a purchase 
money mortgage, it is not necessary 
for his wife to join in the execution 
of the mortgage, for she has no dow- 
er right in such land, and only ac- 
quires interest in the ratio in 
which the land is paid for. If a 
man owning land mortgages it, his 
wife must sign the mortgage with 
him, else the mort^jage will not 
cover her interest. After the death 
of a husband, owning land, ' his 
widow can waive her dower right 
and accept the provision made for 
her in his will, in lien of dower, or 
she can reject the will and take 
what the law gives her, as her own 
abHolntely. A case iji point : 

A friend of mine in a Western 
city bought real estate for tHiOttO, 
The deed was properly executed by 
the grantor and his supposed wife. 
TIkmi the man and woman abscond- 
ed to parts unkuovn. Subsequent- 
ly anoth«>r woman ai>peared claim- 
ing interest in the property, and 
l>roved she was the true wife and 
that the other woman was only the 
mistress of the man. Th«« wife re- 
K'ovei'ed flic equivaltMil of her third 
intenwt, ami my fri<>nd's only re- 
medy was a civil or criminal aWion 
against the parties tp }he fraud if 
he eould locate then). Uence a 
man must make sure of the indenti- 
ty of the parties ho deals with. 
In buying land or Investing in 



mortgages, it Is often imperatively 
necessary to search the books of 
Deeds, VVills, Mort>:agesand Judn- 
inenfs. If there are un.satisfied 
mortgages or judgments of record 
against the owner of lands, or his 
grantors for many years back, the 
title is defective. It must be seen 
to all the claims of infants at law 
and of all others luVving titular in- 
terest arc projierly alienated; liear- 
iiig in mind the case of that heir of 
Aneke .lans, whose failure to sign 
the deed to Governor Ixivelace led 
to almost endless attempts by his 
tle.scendants to break title to the 
lands of the Trinity Church Cor- 
poration. There are lands held 
under leasehold tenures, and such 
lands can only be sold subject to 
the leases. These relics of the old 
feudal system are fast disappearing 
by purchases of the lea,ses outright. 
It isa maxim that " Ignorance of law 
e.vcuses no one." If a man invests 
money. without availing hiin.sclf of 
the safeguards the legal records af- 
ford him, he does it at his peril-. 
The New York Suu of .January 21st 
last, reports a case of foreclosure 
proceedings begun in the Queens 
County Supi-eme (^ourl against 500 
homes and house lots at IlicksvlUe, 
L. I. Some live years ago a realty 
company owned and sold 500 lots at 
that place t^) individuals. Now one 
Jarmouliski asserts that he loaned 
the corporation $5,000 on bond and 
mortgage on the laud before ii was 
sold in parcels. It is alleged that 
neither the president or any official 
of the company can be found to 
put in an answer to the complaint. 
A Quit claim deed is a simple 
conveyance of right title and in- 
terest in land, without guarantee of 
anything. A Warranty deed guar- 
antees and det'uuds title foi^ever, 
A full covenant deed is full of spe- 
cific convonants that a grantor has 
a good absolute title; that there are 
no judgments or claims of any 
kind against him; that he, his heirs 
and assigns will forever warrant, 
defend and make good any claims 
that may lie against the land pre- 
vious to his transf»>r of title to his 
grantee. If a grantor afterwards 
loses his property, or his heirs lose 
the property derived fi-om liiin, all 
such convenants amountto nothing. 
.Indgments and instruments of re- 
cord should be recorded immediate- 
ly aftt'r taken or cxccufi'd, else in- 
struments of later date, but record- 
ed ahead of them, will take pre- 
cedence: a first mortgage becoming 
a second mortgage by reason of de- 
lay in recording, if two are placed on 
the same land, Bonds accompany- 
ing mortgages are always made out 
in double the amount of the mort- 
gage, The olijeot is to cover any 
dcflcienoy of prinoipal, interest 
an<l costs in the foreclosure sjile of 
the morfgag<Hl preniLses, if the 
mortgage debtor has other property 
from which such deficiency can be 
recouped. Judgments of record 
outlaw in twenty years, unless be- 
fore expiration judgment is taken 
on them in a suit at law and the 
new juilgment is recorded. 

I was a Notary Public for twelve 
years, and did all sorts of con- 
veyancing. I often made searches 
for defective titles and for judg- 
ments in the b<K>ks of record in my 
County Clerk's Offlt'c, for my 
clients and for my own protection. 
I invested large sums (if money in 
mortii^ages for myself and others 
andn«<ver lost inthem, although one 
mortgagei gave lots of trouble. In 
187:1 1 took a iiH>rtgage, by assign- 
ment, for 87,000 on property at a 
lake resort. It had run 1 1 yeai-s, 
and interest at 7 per cent, had al- 
ways been pai<l promptly. Soon 
aft4'r the property was bought by a 
fighting New York lawyer subject 
to my n^ortgage. lie paid interest 
for a year or two and then default- 
ed. I tried to foreclose on him, 
and he fought tne all the tricks and 
chicanery of law until I cornered 
him. Then he paid up the costs 
ami interest, and I allowed the 
mortgage to run conditionally. 
After this, he pai<l interest once 
and then defaulted. I again took 
foreclosure jinweedings. and he 
fought me as before until my prin- 
cipal, interest and costs, amounted 
to some $8,50t). The lawyer also 
had equities in other properties in 
the locality, a)id he fought otT foiv- 
clost^res of mortgages on \}\i'n\ as 
with ine. A now railmad was built 
thi*ough the Iftud covered by my 
mortgage, and as the «(ompany 



could come to no t)erms with tlie 
lawyer for right of way, they took 
it by condemnation proceedings. 
The lawyer would not accept the 
award, but continued to fight he 
railroad company. .lust previous to 
the date of my foreclosure sale the 
company made overtures to me to 
buy my morgtage, and an upset 
price covering my claim, interest 
and costs agreed on. I jumped at 
the chance to dump the lawyer and 
the whole business by a couj) de 
nuiin. The trick was for the com- 
pany to take an assignmefit from me 
on the morning of the sale, and 
have an agent at the front door of 
the Court House at 10 o'clock to 
buy in the property from the Re- 
feree. My attorney and I were to 
keep out of the way, so the lawyer 
could make no tender of interest 
and cost.s to us to stop a sale, or 
get a weapon by such tender to set 
aside the sale and revive the mort- 
gage. The company hoi>ed by 
wresting title from the lawyer to get 
him in a hole he could not squirm 
out of. The plan was carried out. 
I had myself locked in the bank par- 
lor. My attorney went elsewhere. 
The lawyer came in by train, tried 
to find us, couldn't. Referee offens 
l>roperly. Agent bids upset price, 
lawyer raises the bid. Referee re- 
je 'ts it as irresponsible and de- 
clares property sold. Tableau 
ends by Referee executicg deed to 
railroad company, I had my 
money and was out of the muss 
railroad company was not, for the 
lawyer brought suit again.st the 
company to set aside the sale and 
revive the mortgage. He won the 
first bout, but how the affair 
eventually terminated I never 
heard. Afterwards the New York 
papers reported this lawyer as the 
nominal owner of the Bijou 
Theatre, sold out on foreclosure 
sale by the same kind of a trick I 
played him. He died some years 
ajjo. Requieseat in pace ! 

Chattel mortgages are liens on 
perijonal property. They an> a 
fair investment for small amounts 
and good collateral for the payment 
()f notes. Property so niortagaged 
can be left in the use an<l iH)s.session 
of the mortagagor unless the 
mortgager fears fraud in the re- 
moval or Siile of it ; in that ca.se he 
takes possession. They are not re- 
corded but filed in -Town Clcrk'sof- 
fice, ill the County Clerk's offices 
of County towns and in the Re- 
gi.ster's office in New York City. 
They hold good one year from date 
of filinif, but may be extended in- 
definitely by filing true copies of 
the original each year before the ex- 
piration of the date of <^ch such 
filing. They can be examined by 
any one, but niuet not be removed 
fnmi the office, where filed. If 
frnndulent, as against third per- 
.sons, they are void. Nevertheless, 
in my experience, they arc often 
used to defraud creditors, forl>efore 
a creditor can get a claim in judg- 
ment, the debtor clajis a ehattel 
mortgage to some friends on all 
his property not exempt, and files 
it with his Town Clerk. When a 
constable ctuncs to make a levy, he 
finds nothing he can legally touch. 
To pi>ove fraud is difficult, for p;>r- 
j.iry is brought in to defeat such 
proof. 

Promis.sory notes, known in the 
financial marts as "commercial 
paper," are the easiest but often the 
most risky form of investments. 
Their value depends on the known 
honesty, or the known legal resiwui- 
sibility of the maker or endorser. 
They pass current as a convenience 
befweeti man and man, and come 
fnun merchants and business from 
all over the country as I, O, Cs in 
payment of wholesjile bills of goods 
or other obligations. Bankers deal 
in them for the discount profits in 
Inlying and selling. They always 
need the t/Oinmercial Vgency books 
of Dunn or Hiadstreet at their el- 
bow, to get an idea of the financial 
st.'inding of the makers of notes, for 
some are gilt edged, others good, 
dtmbtful. or too ri^ky to touch. If 
not paid at maturity they should be 
protested for non-]>ayment, after 
iiusiness hours <m the third day of 
grace, }ind a notice sent to the en- 
dorser to hold him liable. Notes 
outlaw in six ye.irs from date, or six 
years fnnn date of last payment on 
them. A sealed note is a sjieeialty 
and is not bar^H^ by the statue of 
limttatlons, As to the best form of 
entlorsed notes, I always preferred 



to draw one reading " we or either 
of us promi.so to pay," because in a 
suit to recover, I could sue the en- 
dorser without first exhausting my 
remedy on the maker or first name. 
1 never liked to trust in notes much 
anyhow. 

Within the past decade or two, 
tens of millions of ilollars of Eastern 
money were invested in Western 
Land Mortgage companies and in 
Debenture IJonds based on mort- 
gage held by such Companies. Trust 
companies in the East were made 
the agents through whom interest 
and principal was to be paid. The 
investment agents of such mortgage 
coinpaiiiesoften, through ignorance, 
carelessness or worse, in many cases 
allowed almost the limit of value of 
land to be advanced in cash on 
mortgages they recommended on 
.such land. Interest was paid in the 
East for a time, and then the great 
tlejiression and depercialion in land 
values set in more severely all over 
the West than anywhere else. In- 
terest on mortgages and debenture 
defaulted. Owners of the mort- 
gages, on force losing through West- 
ern lawyers had to buy the pro- 
perties, pay costs, back taxes, or 
redeem from U\\ sales, and in addi- 
licni pay up aisessinent on irriga- 
tion ditch stock. The mortgaged 
land held I y the companies, on 
which the Debenture Bonds were 
based, had to be bought in legal 
process, and costs and all back 
charges paid up. Now a vastamount 
ount of such western properly is 
held by individuals and by Trust 
and Mortgage companies awaiting 
a market. The investoi-s back of 
the companies lose all income for 
years, and will probably never see 
more than one half of ihe money 
they originally invested. The 
moral of all this is to invest f)in.\ 
money right at home. 

For the wage earner, wiio tun 
save and invest from time to time, 
it is lietler to put the money in 
Savings Banks at 3 to 4 (>er cent, 
interest, than to put it in things a 
great distance off that they know 
nothing abaut, at 8, 10 or 12 |)er 
cent, and risk the loss of it. True, 
Savings Banks st)iiietinieis fail, and 
sometimes false rumors cause a 
panic and a gresit run on them. 
Such panics are often senseless and 
without cause, and as money has to 
remain six months to draw any inte- 
rest, such panics are often of great 
profit to a bank. VVhen there is a 
failure there has to come a settle- 
ment and often the deposits are 
paid up in full. I was interested 
in a liauk panic once and kept my 
head level. In August, 1872, I 
received $6,60o as a special legacy. 
Money was in demand at good 
rates, and I put it in a country 
National Bank at 6 per cent, if left 
six months. The next spring I 
could have a choice of mortgages at 
7 per cent. Well on a stormy, 
tempestuous night in De<*ember 
followinir, this bank wjvs eiitt>red by 
.several masked liank robbers. They 
got in the cashier's rooms over the 
bank, bound the cashier's wife and 
daughtci's to the bed and gagged 
them. One robber remained to 
watch the women, and the others 
conducted the cashier down stairs 
in his voIh' de mtit, and oompclle<l 
him, at the point of their pistols, 
to open the bank vault. They 
took out atid got away with if ;100,00<) 
in cash and securities. The next 
day there was a great run on the 
bank, which obtained money from 
other banks to meet it. I lived Vi 
miles oft, and did not hear of it 
until late In the day. Of course I 
was excited, but on cool n>Heclion, 
I made up any mind that the 
<litcctors and stockholders were re- 
sponsible, and that if I took the 
money out I would lose all interest, 
so I kept away from the Iwnk, an<l 
the next spring I drew out the 
principal with nearly S200 interest 
added to it. The robbers were 
never captured, but compremised 
with the bank and re>lurned part 
of the plunder. 

There has lieen for two years past 
a Realty Corporation, chartered by 
the State, in operation in this ei'^ 
Its president and manager is 
grand nephew of a former gnvu 
.stat*\smau who was n<uninated for 
President of the I'nit^'d States. It 
takes any sum fr<im $1 upwards, 
with interest at six per cent to 
begin immediately. When any 
one's»leposlt« amouot to $100, he is 
given a share i>f stocks in the cor- 



poration and becomes co-owner of 
real estate on Manhattan Island 
A depositer can draw his money 
out any time on demand with in- 
terest. The corporation is intended 
for a people's investment c»)mpany 
and the money receive<l from the 
people is invested in solid city real 
property. The people themselves, 
owning stock, b«>come members of 
the corporation and co-owners of 
its real estate holdings. The 
corjioration pays quarterly dividends 
January Ist, and every three 
months thereafter and in addition 
to regular (5 per cent, interest paid 
to investors alrejwly has a surplus of 
over $50,000 in profits accumulated 

I am going to look into this thing, 
and if I find the people's Interest 
in the corporation is surrounded by 
pi-oper .safeguards, I may yet be- 
come a small Astor as a co-ownor 
«)f rich New York City property.

The good care taken of the fJeaf- 
mute children who become sick 
while at school, is responsible for 
the im nunity from fatal termina- 
tions. If the a;!gregate of sickness 
each year at all the In.stitution.s 
occurred U> the children at their 
homes, the mortality wouI<l be 
many times as great.

."Miss Cora K. Price, of (icrmnu- 
town, resigned from the Andrew (i 
Curtin j)riniary school to af5cept a 
position as teacher in the Deaf and 
Dumb Institution at Mt. Airy, 
.She succeeds Miss Taj'lor, deceas- 
ed, as we understand. 

We learn that th<; dread disease, 
diphtheria has again made its ap- 
pearance at the Mt. Airy School 
and this time with fatal result, one 
death having occurred during the 
past week. It is great ly to be re- 
gretted that this large school should 
have such a visitation, and we sin- 
cerely hope that there will be no 
further serious troultle from it. It 
must t>e a great blessing at this 
time that the five hundred or more 
pupils of the great school are housed 
in three big buildings, all many 
feet apart, thus forming an effec- 
tual barrier against the spread of 
the disease to a greiler number of 
pu!>ils, or at least the possibility of 
preventing its spread. The wisdom 
of the Board of Directors is again 
shown by the erection of a com- 
pletely equippe<l ho8[)ital, isolated 
from all the other buildijigs, which 
thereby aflfords additional safetj- 
from the ravages of the disease 
among the pupils. As we under- 
stand, the death occurred in the 
Primary Oral Department building, 
which is located nearest to the 
Mt. Airy reservoir. This not<- 
should not alarm any one, as no- 
thing but sheer earele.ssnoss c^)ul<l 
inrrease the danger, but this is not 
po.ssible with such a good discipli- 
narian at the hea/I of the school as 
Dr. Crouter is. Tlie heiilth au- 
thorities will doubtless do their 
part as well. 

There apfieared an editorial in 
the biHt M/. Ainj Worlil, announc- 
ingt'ie establiKhuM-nt of " A. Helen 
Keller Fund," in which the object 
is so ch-arly exjilained that we 
copy it entire here.

This scrimmage after the 
8ii|jerintendoncy of this school is to 
be greatly deplored, the more so 
since every one of the gentlemen 
mentioned for the place has spoken 
01- written against making oui 
schools for the deaf a football for 
politicians to kick about at will, 
and now they are among the first 
U) turn against their own preaching. 
How can we ever expect to eradicate 
politics from our 8<;hool8 when 
thoMe who condemn it most are 
the first to j)laco themselves in a 
jio.sition to favor ousting a good 
man, simply Ix^cause they hope 
thereby to better themselves in a 
financial way. Every one of tlie 
getitlemea mentioned for the place, 
with one exception, is n(»w supei- 
int<!ndent of a school for the deaf 
or holds some position pei-taining to 
their (education. They can stop 
this reorganization business by de- 
claring they will not accept the 
superintendeucy if tendered. In 
this way they will be living up to 
th(;ir oft declarations against 
politics in schools for the deaf, and 
aid in lessiMiing the evil. From all 
that we have heard, and read the 
Illinois school under Superinten- 
dent Walker has made greatstHdes 
to the top, and holds first rank 
amon>« the schools now. His poll- 
ties are in accord with the party in 
power in his State. Why remove 
him then, and turn the adminis- 
tration of the whole school upside 
down? Is It Ut b(^ in order to 
revenge the ousting of Dr. Gillett? 
If that is the case. Dr. Gil left's 
interests are of great;«'r importance 
than the education of the 600 or 
more children in the school, it 
would se«;m. That is the way it 
looks to a disintercHted jierson. 
Let us hope that is not the case. 
Dr. (Jillett is a Christian. If in his 
heart he bears any hatred or dis- 
likt' toward his successor in the 
Illinois school, let him practi<!e 
thfit most beauLituI <tf all trait,s, 
charity, and forgive. Let him re- 
meipber that that great institution 
is the property of no one man. It 
was dedicate<l lo the "children of 
silence," to the end that they 
might be edu<rated and become use- 
ful <Mtiz«Mis of the commonwealth. 
We have not written the foregoing 
in the interest of Superintendent 
Walker. We owe hlin nothing, 
and he owes us nothing. Our sole 
aim has been to deprecaU* politics 
In our schof)ls, and to show that 
the res[>onibility for it is some- 
times due to the very persons who 
cry loudest against it.

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Outside the spacious and elegant- 
ly appointed Grace Episcopal 
Church, near the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Washington Streets, the 
snow came down yesterday after- 
noon in fitful (lurries, and the land- 
scrape was th»' most cheerless and 
dispiriting whidi could be imagin- 
ed.

Cloud, the pastor 
of t he St. Thomas Deaf-Mute Mission 
of St. Louis. 

The av(>rnge attendance al tli<> 
services is about thiify, and some- 
times there are as many as fifty 
firesont. Owing U) the inclement 
weather yesterday there was only 
about half the usual attendance. 

After the regular Episcopal ritual 
servi<!e had been interpreted l>y sign 
language the sermon was (hdivered. 
The text was from Isfilah — "Every 
valley shall be exalted; every 
mountain and hill shall be ma<le 
low.

I have in my po.ssession one of 
those jackets almost covered by 
most exquisitely wrought em- 
broidery of fine yellow silk. The 
design is very intricate, and must 
have required endless time and 
patience for Us execution. 'J'ho 
boys, too, are gayly dressed, the 
flowers and feathers in tlielr hats 
rivaling a Parisian i">Mii..t in 
lirilliancy. * • • 

The interior of the coiuiges in 
which these people live consists of 
one or two rooms, which <!ontain 
very little furniture, as the family 
featherbed takes up most of the 
space. Yet even here the love of 
color manifests itself, for the sheets 
are embi'oiilere<l theiKwhole length; 
a seeming waste of labor, as they 
are liidd<>ii from sight by the tower- 
ing |)ill()ws. Even their cooling 
utensils and water-jugs are crudely 
but gorgeously painted, and the 
large knives with which the men 
carve their mutton, and, upon oc- 
casion, their niMghbors, ;il80 show 
allempis at d<\coration. 

Only t(!n miles from where this 
interesting family liv«'s they are re- 
ganb'd as Uitlanders, for here the 
styles, the jnode of life and the 
dialect have changed. The colors 
have faded from everywhere, the 
woman's skirts have lengthened, 
and the pattern of calico or ging- 
ham is small and plain. The 
ja<'ket is less brif.!ht and nearly 
fulfills its object by coming nearer 
to the waist. The n«H!kerchief is 
usually black and white, and the 
embroidery not so gorgeous or so 
elaborate.- /,r/f7)V'.v' Ifome Com- 
panion.
